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~ PULLER ON COMMUNION. 
From the London Baptist Magazine for Oct. 


The above title clearly shows both the 
ubject and form of the work before us, 
and we are glad that Mr. Fuller has ta- 
ken up so fully the question in debate. 
It is of great and growing importance ; 
itis intunately connected with the peace 
and prosperity of our churches, and (what 
isof greater consequence still,) with the 
authority of one of the ordinances which 
the Lord appointed. Myr. Fuller is not| 
afraid of examinimg it in its various bear- | 
ngs, and has no hesitation respecting the | 
result. It is notto be expected that he | 
will overcome the prejucices of all his'| 
readers. for on few subjects that en-| 
cage the minds of men at the preserttime, 
1s there greater and more inveterate oppc- - 
sition to the clear dictates of evidence, | 
than on those which relate to con.inunion, | 
yet many more will shew their dishke, | 
than can form any thing lke a plausible | 
reply to bis arguments ; for as to the| 
creat bearing points of his work, we hesi- 
tate not to say, they are unanswerable. 

In a preface of considerable extent, | 
the author makes an apology for writing 
his work, which we do not think was neces- 
sary, but he thought differently, and of! 
course, used his liberty. But besides 
this, there are some forcible considéra- 
tions brought forward, which had there 
been no others, would have powerfully 
claimedattennon. Ina long note in pp. 
viii, 1x, x1, we find quotations from a se- 
ries of papers published in the Monthly 
Repository, (the monthly periodical of 
the Unitarians) for the year 1826. A 
Unitarian minister, the Rev. N. Jones, 
had ventured to lament the influence 
which in some cases open unbelievers had 
in their congregations. This aroused a 
clamour against him, and a controversy 
which was extended in that publication | 
for many months, and in which, as Mr. F. 
observes, the phrases—** intolerance, big- 

fry, narrow-mindedness, sectarianism, 
Sc.” were heaped upon Mr. Jones very 
freely. The liberal party, Mr. F. informs 
us, exhibited arguments of the same kind 
with those used for mixed communion, 
in defence of “ the right of unbelievers 
toa place in Unitarian societies,” and 
Mr. F. has selected a variety of para- 
graphs under the following heads—** Their 
error is sincere, conscientious, and invol- 
untary.—Charity.—Weak in the faith.— 
God will receive him.—You reject better 
nien than you recetve.—A new case.—Im- 
policy of a strict communion.” Under 
each of these heads, such quotations oc- 
cur as must strike every attentive reader, 
and which could scarcely have been more 
appropriate had they been designed either 
to lampoon the arguments used in favour 
of mixed communion, or to show their re- 
al tendency. 

Mr. Fuller defends his father’s char- 
acter against the aspersions cast upon it, 
as if he was not sincere in his defence of 
strict communion.

20. that the 
disciples said, ‘We must through much 
tribulation enter into the kingdom of God.’

‘These new trials continued for nearly 
three weeks, when through interest made, 
and money given to the Turkish officers, 
they were induced for the third time to 
strike off their heavy chains, and to re- 
place them in the class of the more fa- 
voured prisoners. —1 had the satisfaction 
of seeing this alleviation obteined for them 
a few days before I left Constantinople. 
During the last days of my stay, our cor- 
respondence was briskly kept up. In one 
of my letters to them, I had mentioned’ 
my approaching departure, and expressed 
my earnest hope that God would bless the 
means taken for their liberation, and that 
they might hereafter be made the means 
of bringing many of their countrymen to 
the faith of Christ. 

Mr. Leeves left Constantinople on the 
8th of December, and received no farther | 
news of these sufferers-eatil the -intelli- 
gence ¢f ticir liberation from prison. 
John Baptist had prepared a long letter 
fos Mrv: Leeves, to be-ferwarded with 
those of the Armenians, but it was not 
thought expedicat to allow hirn to forward 
it.. bie inclosed to Mr. Leeves only a 
slip of paper, on which were written the 
following words:— . 

** 1 longer letter than the prescnt we 
could not send to our father. Grace and 
cefrom Jesus our Messiah.”’ 

They had been imprissoned betwen 15 
and 16 months, but were now considered 
in as safe a state as other foreigners in 
Constantinople, under the protection of 
an influential part of its inhabitants.—

Secondly, giving to support 
the various religious schemes is said to be 
lending to the Lord, or yielding to his ser- 
vice merely what belongs to him. And 
in connection with these sentiments you 
will read in substance as follows— 

‘‘ Nose orrer.—I, C. E. of B. agree 
to'give $500 to the Am. B. of F. M. in 
five years, provided, ninety-nine others 
can be found in one year to give an equal 
sum.” The records of popery do not 
furnish a more corrupt system of specula- 
tion than the above, which, even in this 
day of boasted light,—in this anticipated 
morn of the Millennium, is considered and 
published by those engaged in the round 
of Christian efforts, (so called) as a praise 
worthy act, and both priests and people 
say amen!

LATEST FROM ENGLAND.

There have been two arrivals from Europe 
since our last, viz.—the Roman Capt. Hart, 
from Liverpool, and the Wile, Capt. Rockett, 
from Rochelle, Oct. 25th, 1828. 


FROM THE THEATRE OF WAR. 


The Emperor Nicholas is still before Varna, 
and Varna is still a Turkish fortress. Along 
the whole line of the Danube, the Turks are 
acting on the offensive. The Pacha of Widin 
is driving Gen. Geismar before him, and it is 
stated that he has taken possession of five cit- 
ies in Litthe Wallechia. Another body of 
Turkish partisans bas crossed the Danube at 
Nicopolis. 

A Turkish Bulletin, dated Constantinople 
Sept 28, states that Hussein had sent a 
tachment (on Sept. 17th,) to fall onthe rear 
of the Russians in the neighourhood of Chum- 
la. While the Turks were driving the Rus- 
sians before them, and just as their command- 
er had decided upon attacking the head-quar- 
ters of Count Wittgenstein, a body of caval- 
ry 6000 strong, appeared coming from Varna. 

he Turks attacked them and triumphed— 
making 600 prisoners—covering the field witb 
their dead bodies, and capturing several thou- 
sand horses and cattle, cabines and amupition 
waggons. The Russian prisoners are well 
treated. . 

On the 15th Sept. the Sultan left the capital 
for the camp in its a and the Sa- 
cred Standard of the Prophet was carried be- 
fore him. Detachments of two and three 
thousand men daily arrive from Asia and pro- 
ceed to the Danube. The capital is provision- 
ed for three or four months. 

The Grand Vizier has marched to the relief 


of Varna. 


AUSTRIA. 


The Austrian Consul at Odessa has receiv- 
ed orders to prevent any Austrian vessels from 
entering into any engagements with the Rus- 
stan Government for the transport of articles 
for the use of armies. 

ITALY. 

Genoa had three shocks of an earthquake on 
the Sth October. Many buildings were split 
No lives were lost- 

ENGLAND. 

The King is said to be convalescing. He 
has failen away very much in persoo during 
his late illoess, and by the last accounts was 
still unable to walk without assistance. The 
Courier of Oct. 23d, states that he was so far 
recovered that he entertained a party at din- 
ner, the day previous. 


In confirmation of the accounts by the Ro- 
man, letters from Constantinople, of Sept. 27, 
state that the Porte bad received official in- 
formation of the arrival of the Grand Vizier 
at the camp near Varna, on the 15th Sept. 
The commander at Varna had been cajoling 
the Russians with overtures fora surrender, 
for the purpose of gaining time. The report 
of the general retreat of the Russians on the 
9th, 13th and 17th Sept. from Chumla, is con- 
firmed by Husseia Pacha. The entbusiasm of 
the Turks is unbounded. 

In Asia, Geo. Paskewitsch, instead of be- 
ing the master of Erzeroum, is busy in estab- 
lishing a system of communication with the 
fortress of Poli. 

The Augsburgh Gazelle says that Gen. 
Geisinar has besten the Turks who sortied 
from Widio, and that Gen. iioth bas alse ta- 
ken a position against the Turks, oo the road 
to Rudschuk. The Augsburgh Gazette it a 
very questionable authority. The same pa- 
per says that the Divan will accede to the 
treaty of July 6.
